This  panic  coriitme*  in  full  force,  and  our  cnn- 
tenipornries  arc  dill  of  wlint  may  be  described  ns 
"chulern  lileratiire,"  llioiigh  every  day  shows  the 
panic  and  the  extreme  mensures  Liken  to  be  loss 
justified,  We  nme,  however,  ihat  our  contem- 
pornries  are  less  ea^er  in  tlieir  demand  far  such 
extreniilies.  Perhaps  the  Ihreat  of  closing  the 
port,  and  the  loss  iitid  inconvenience  already  cans- 
ed,  are  coolnig  them  down  and  will  bring  nbout  11 
reaction.  Amongst  the  worst  sufferers  are  the 
poor  hf>tel  and  indcing-house  keepers,  who  find 
ihemBclves  suddenly  deprived  of  the  annual  harvest 
they  expect  to  reap  from  Argentine  visitors,  The 
shopkeepers  and  commerce  in  general  will  abo 
severely  leel  the  tiillVrence.  if  the  quarantine  is 
prolonped.  In  fact  there  is  hardly  n  branch  nf 
trade  ihat  will  not  suffer.  The  sanitary  guards, 
however,  will  benefit,  for  we  hear  ihat  nn't  only  are 
the  river  sienmship  companies  comuelled  to  give 
llieni  fond  and  lodjiin^  on  hoard  and  to  pay  them 
$2  gold  for  the  plea-^ure  of  iheir  company,  but  are 
also  expected  to  continue  the  same  during  the  8 
(lays  quarantine  to  which  they  become  subject ! 
This  is  certainly  a  monstrous  imposition.  With 
Ihe  loss  of  pas-senger  traffic  and  heavy  extra 
sanilary  charges,  it  is  quite  possilile  that  the  river 
service  will  hi;  suspended  eniirely,  except  for  a 
weekly  trip  to  Uruguayan  porls. 

No  startling  novelty  appeared  yesterday.  The 
five  "suspected"  cases  in  Buenos  Aires  all  proved 
10  be  of  the  most  ordinary  description,  lo  which 
no  attention  would  have  been  paid  in  normal 
times.  lioivever,  to  keep  the  ball  rolling,  two 
more  were  reported  yesterday,  wliich  will  probably 
prove  of  the  same  description.  Some  four  more 
cases  have  appeared  in  Rosario,  two  of  them  fatal, 
liut  it  is  not  yet  definitely  proved  that  they  are 
nnything  more  than  an  acule  form  of  cholerina. 
Two  ffital  cases,  which  the  alarmists  immediniely 
siigmati.se  _ns  cholera,  are  also  reported  from  San 
Nicolas.  There  is  no  doubt  there  is  a  slight  epi- 
demic in  the  Rosario  and  Santa  Fe  disti-icl,  but  not 
one  of  the  medical  anlhorilies  have  yet  ventured 
definitely  lo  pronounce  it  as  characteristic  Asiatic 
cholera,  although  it  i.s  evident  ihey  are  only  too 
anxious  to  have  the  glory  of  doing  so.  Neither  Is 
it  proved  tiiat  the  disease,  whatever  it  is,  is  danger- 
ously epidemic.  Nearly  every  cnse  has  been 
traced  to  ordinary  causes,  such  as  unhealthy  food  or 
living.  However,  it  has  stirred  up  the  sanitary 
authorities  In  Argentina  and  they  are  taking  pre- 
cautions t(i  prevent  it  developiin;  into  anything 
more  serious.  Amongst  other  things  they  have 
prohibited  the  sale  of  uniipe  fruit  and  of  ices,  two 
fertile  causes  of  intestinal  derangements  in  hot 
weatlier. 

An  attempt  has  been  made  to  trace  the  appear- 
ance of  the  epidemic  to  Uie  uncovering  of  the 
corpses  of  some  cholera  patients  who  were  buried 
near  Santa  F6  in  1886.  If  these  had  been  cremated 
there  never  would  have  been  any  danger  on  this 
score. 

VVc  are  glad  to  say  Ihat  the  local  health  author- 
ities have  at  last  bethought  them  of  some  internal 
measures,  and  have  ordered  the  sanitary  inspectors 
to  keep  a  sharp  eye  on  the  common  lodging- 
houses,  (emventillos)  and  other  centres  oF  un- 
healthiness  and  infeciion,  also  ordering  any  meas- 
ures of  disinfection  that  may  bef.und  necessary. 
II  Ihey  had  done  their  duty  in  this  respect  from 
the  first,  they  need  not  have  been  so  mightily 
afraid  of  infection  and  could  have  dispensed  with 
quarantine  measures  so  immensely  injurious  to 
commerce,  and  which  are  sure  to  provoke  an 
equally  injurious  reprisal  on  the  first  opporlunity. 
Fortunately  no  "susrecteH  case"  has  been  declared 
here  yet,  and  with  ..rdinary  care  and  the  return  of 
milder  weather  we  oiij;hi  to  keep  free. 


RAMOS   MEJIA'S  SURRENDER. 
On  the  nth  inst.  the  Argentine  legation  of  this 
city  received  the  following  lelegram  from  Buenos 
Aires  : 

"In  view  of  information  received,  the  depart- 
ment of  hygiene  yesterday  sanctioned  the  follow- 
ing  resolution  which  it  asks  ihe  government  to  put 
into  execution  at  once.     It  reads : 

In  view  of  favorable  information  from  our  min- 
ister in  Rio  de  Janeiro  in  relation  to  ihe  progress 
of  cholera  in  IJrazil,  and  while  this  state  does  not 
become  worse,  the  national  department  of  hygiene 
resolves  : 

Art.  I.— The  sanitary  treatment- for  arrivals  from 
Brazil  is  hereby  reduced  to  prudential  observation 
only  for  the  ships  which  carry  a  medical  inspector 
on  board. 

Art.  2.— The  ships  from  Brazil  which  enter  the 
port  of  the  Capital  should  be  subjected  to  the 
prescriptions  of  the  decree  of  24th  October,  1893,' 
and  9th  March,  1894,  relative  to  the  embarkation 
of  fiscals  (guanlas). 

Art.  3.— The  ships  on  board  ol  which  have 
occurred  cases  of  cholera,  or  yellow  fever,  during 
the  voyage,  or  while  remaining  in  port,  will  be 
subject  to  the  prescriptions  of  the  sanilary  regula- 
tions. 

Art.  4.— The  dispositions  of  the  department 
relative  to  the  disinleclioii  of  immigrants,  remain 
in  force. 

Art.  5.— The  confirmation  of  these  resolutions  is 
hereby  solicited  from  the  superior  government. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  ports  of  Buenos 
Aires  and  La  Plata  is  completely  satisfactory. 
There  is  no  news  from  Rosario,  Santa  Fe  and 
Colastine.  The  rest  of  tlie  republic  is  uninfected.

The  .ibsurdity  of  our  ordinary  precau 
tions  are  now  shown  10  good  advantage 
along  the  Central  railway,  where  a  kind  of 
quarantine  is  maintained  against  the  infect- 
ed districts  of  the  Parahyba  valley.    To  be 
valuable,  a  quarantine  should  be  efiective, 
which  is  very  rarely  the  case.     The  gate  is 
closed,  perhaps,  but  there  are  a  hundred 
holes  in  the  fence  each  side  through  which 
contagion  can  creep.     To  illustrate  this, 
let  us  cite  a  few  esamples.    The  place 
which  has  suffered  most  from  the  epidemic 
is  Barra  do  Pirahy,  where  there  have  been 
about  1 2o  cases  of  illness  up  to  the  present 
time.    The  passenger  tr,ains  on  the  Central 
r,iilway  do  not  stop  at  this  station,  to  .avoid 
infection—*;;/  //;;•)'  ilipabmt  so ycir,h  out- 
side, where  passengers   are  permitted    to 
leave  the  coiiches  and  converse  with  the 
residents,  buying  food,  fruit,  etc.,  and  even 
to  wiilk  up  to  the  station.     It  is  notliing 
but  a  rOciring  farce  !     If  there  is  infection 
in  the  Barra,  tlien  it  is  just  as  dangerous 
50  yards  away  from  the  station,  as  in  the 
station  itself  !     And  it  is  particularly  dan- 
gerous in  the  water  and  fruits  supplied  to 
the  passengers.     Every  one  of  these  p.as- 
senger  trains  includes  a  sanitary  coach, 
loaded  down  with    krios.    remedies    and 
authority.     The  sanitary  inspector  runs  the 
train.    And  yet,  he  is  not  at  all  aware  that 
it  is  a  silly  farce  to  run  through  the  Barra 
station,  and  then  stop   50  yards  beyond, 
where  the  passengers    are    permitted    to 
mingle  with  the  residents  just  as  freely  as 
they  could  possibly  do  in  the  station  itself. 
When  the  train  reaches  BeKm,  then  the 
grand  display  of  scientific  prevention  be- 
gins !   It  it  unquestionably  one  of  the  most 
brilliant  comedies  of  the  day  !  The  arriving 
tr.ain  is  carefully  run  in  on  the  track  oppo- 
site the  starion,  the  passengers  are  com- 
pelled to  .ihght  on  that  side  where  they  are 
interrogated  as  to  name,  age,  nationality, 
business  and  residence,   where  their  bags 
and  parcels  are  ticketed  and  taken  away 
from  them  for  disinfection,  where  they  are 
sprinkled  or  drenched    with  a  disinfect- 
ing fluid  by  means  of  a  syringe,  and  where 
they  are  then  compelled  to  wasli  their  faces 
and  liands  in    disinfectants.    What  good 
the  foul  smeUing  fluid  does,  the  Lord  only 
knows.    The  victim  is  then  marched  into 
a  kind  of  tent,  or  shed,  where   he  waits 
until  the  so-called  disinfecting  process  is 
finished.     Wet  and  chilled,  his  situation  is 
anything  but  comfortable.     Add  to  this 
the  consciousness  that  men  of  influence, 
and  those  who  stubbornly  refuse  to  sub- 
mit to  the  "disinfecting, "  .ire  allowed  to 
escape  the  inilicrion  and  consequent  dis- 
comfort, and  to  retain  their  bags  free  of  dis- 
infection, and  we  have  enough  to  cause  an 
illness  even  where  one  did  not  e.\ist.   Then 
when  the  disinfection  is  finished,  the  pas- 
sengers are  sent  across  the  track  and  are 
permitted  to  return  to  their  coaches,  where 
they  find  everything  wet  and"  smelling  of 
carbolic  acid.    The  sanitary  guards  have 
been  throwing  water  containing  carbolic 
acid  all  over  the  cmches,  inside  .and  out, 
and  have  left  them  in   that  condition  for 
the  hour's  ride  into  the  city  !    One  may 
escape  the  bacillus  comma  in  this  way,  but 
if  he  escapes  a  chill,  or  a  fever,  or  rheuma- 
tism, he  may  consider  himself  fortunate. 
His  clothes  are  spotted,  if  not  spoiled,  and 
his  temper  is   grievously  upset,  and  if  he 
does  not  say  that  he  prefers  Asi.atic  cholera 

any  day  to  those sanitary  blockheads, 

it  will  be  because  he  is  a.  good  practical 
Christian,  full  of  forgiveness,  and  unable  to 
swear. 


It  is  singular  how  easily  a  public  man 
can  deceive  himself.    He    thinks  that  a 
cert.ain  thing  ought  to  be  done  and  that 
he  will  use  every  effort  to  have  it  done 
—  .and  then,  to  hira,  it  is  done.     The  Czar 
.and  Kaiser  have  for  years  been  proclaim- 
ing peace  in  Europe  .and  assuring  us  that 
they  are  using  their '  very  best  efforts   to 
inaintain  peace,  .and   all   the    while  they 
have  been  watching  each  other  like  angry 
dogs,  increasing  their  armies  and  preparing 
for  war.    Apparently   they  really  believe 
that  they  are  the  guardians  of  peace,  .and 
that  by  using  force  to  repress  every  symp- 
tom  of  disturbance  they  are  really  preserv- 
ing the  peace.     It  is  something  like  chok- 
ing your  ad\'ers.lry    into   insensibility    in 
order  not  to  fight  with  him.     On  the  13th 
inst,  there  was , an  exhibition  of  this  arai.able 
weakness  in  Buenos  .\ires  which  is  worthy 
of  comment.     The    e.\-minister  of  foreign 
affairs,  noiv  minister  ol  interior.  Dr.  Eduardo 
Costa,  gave  a  little  luncheon  to  the  diplo- 
matic corps,  and  then  improved  the  occa- 
sion to  t.ilk  .about  pe.ace  and  disarmament 
here  in  South  America,    In  the  course  of 
his  remarks  he  expressed  the  opinion  that 
the  disarmament  of  Argentina,  Brazil  and 
Chili  would  contribute  gre.atly  to  the  pro- 
gress of  South  .-Vmerica,    We  agree  entirely 
with  the  opinion  expressed,  but  we  have 
serious  doubts  as  to  its  sincerity,  Dr,  Costa 
is  a  man  of  high  ch.aracter  and  ability,  and 
.and  he  unquestionably  believes  just  what 
he  s.ays,  but   when  we   reflect    that  the 
ministry  of  which  he  is  now  the  chief,  has 
only  just  purchased   a  hundred   thousand 
rifles,  sever.al  b,atteries  of  Krupp  guns,  im- 
mense stores   of  ammunition,   a  torpedo 
cruiser,  and  various  other  military  recour- 
ses, we  are  compelled  to  doubt  his  sincer- 
ity.    If  we  are  not    mistaken,   Argentina 
has  an  order  in  Europe  for  more  war  ships. 
Chili  and  Brazil  are  .also  r.apidly  increasing 
their  arm.aments,  in  ships,  guns,  rifles  and 
ammunition,     .\ll   three    nations  .are  im- 
poverishing themselves  to  keep  up  a  milit- 
ary force,  wholly  unnecess.ary  and  largelv 
beyond  their  me,ans,     Dis.armament  would 
be  a  blessing  to  all  three  of  them,  but— we 
would  like  to  remind  Dr.  Cost.a — disarma- 
ment  does  not  mean  the    .acquisition  of 
more  arms.     More  ships,  .and  guns,   and 
rifles  and  powder  is  a  poor  prep.aration  lor 
peace,  and  affords  no  rehef  whatever  to  the 
overburdened  taxpayer,    Horace   Greeley 
once  said  that  the  way  to  resume  specie 
payments,  is  to  resume.    It  may  be  said, 
with  equal  force,  that  the  way  to  disarm  is 
lo  disarm  J    Let  the  ships  be  sold ;  China 
and  Japan  will  buy  the  whole  lot  of  them. 
Sell  off  the  guns,  and  rifles,  and  cartridges 
also,   and  disband  the  armies!     Send  the 
gener.als  and  colonels  home  .and  tell  them 
to  earn  their  own  hving  henceforth.    And 
then  remit  the  taxes  required  so  that  the 
tax-p.ayer  can  at  once  know  something  of 
the  practical    blessings    of    peace.     That 
prosperity  will  result,  we  are  certain,  and 
that  peace  and  good  order  will  follow  we 
do  not  doubt.     The  military  classes  have 
been  the  prime  causes  of  most  of  the  dis- 
turbances in  South  America;  turn  them  into 
plain  civilians,    without  any  special   priv- 
ileges,   and  we  shall  know  more  of  peace 
and  orderly  development  than  Dr,  Costa 
has  dared  to  believe  possible  in  his  sweetest 
dreams.

It,    As  for  landing  the  sick  and  the  dead, 
both  requests  were  refused  on  the  ground 
that  they  h.id  no  lazaretto  hospital  and  no 
cremating  furnace.    The  captain  was  there- 
fore left  to  the  alternative  of  throwing  the 
de.ad  overboard  —  which  is  far  more  dan- 
gerous than  landing  them  for  burial  on  an 
isolated  island  — and  of  caring  for  his  sick 
as  best   he  could  without   medicines  and 
medical  advice.     This  state  of  affairs  lasted 
until  the  night  of  the  9th,  when  the  cap- 
tjUn  determined  to  come  to  this  jwrt  for 
the  relief   he  could   not  obtain    at   llha 
Grande.     He  entered  this  port  without  dif- 
ficulty, but  was  induced  on  the  following 
morning  by  the  sanitary  officials   of  this 
port  to  return  to    llha   Grande,  under  an 
express   promise  to    send  him   the  relief 
needed    within   twenty-four  hours.       This 
promise  has  not   been   kept,  nor  can  we 
learn  that  any  steps  h.ave  been  taken  to  do 
so.  Another  armed  vessel,  however,  has  been 
sent  down  to  stand  guard  over  these  unh.ap- 
py  victims  of  cowardice,  incompetence  and 
selfishness.     If  they  reach  out  for  water  or 
food,  give  them  no  mercy  !    They  are  un- 
fortunate, and  atHicted,  and  helpless;  let 
them  die  !    To  save  our  worthless  bodies 
from  contagion,  let  them  die!     q-Q  show 
how  enlightened  and  humane  we  are,  we 
have  built  a  great  qu.arantine  st.ation,  'and 
then  to  keep  it  free  from  contagion  we  let 
theafllictedlook  on  it  from  afar  off-and  die  i 
We  have  a  medical  fraternity  numbering 
many  thousands,  and  we  are  manufactur 
ing  hundreds  more  every  year.     They  are 
supposed  to  be  devoting  their  talents  and 
lives  to  the  relief  of  the  sick  and  suffering  i 
And  yet,  not  one  of  them  has  the  courage 
to  otter  his  services  to  this  unfortunate  shii), 
and   barely  two  or    three  have  humanity 
eiiough  to  protest  against  this  cold-blood- 
ed selhshness  !    Talk  as  you  ni.ay,  there  is 
no  delence,  no  excuse  for  such  inhuman- 
ity !    A    government  which    can  do    no 
better  than  this  is  unfit  to  govern,  for  its 
first  and  highest  attribute  is  to  protect  life. 
And  a  people  which  con.sciously  commit 
such  acts  of  barbarism  in    their  relations 
with  the  outside  world,.-!re  unworthy  a  place 
in  the   sisterhood  of  nations.     The   com- 
mercial worid  should  permit  these  barbar- 
ities no  longer.    If  a  country  can  not  exist 
without  artificial  barriers  to  keep  out  con- 
tagious disease,  then  it  should  be  compel- 
led to  maintain  them  efliciently  and  pro- 
perty, or  else  to  delegate  the  service  to 
some  properly  equipped  intem.ational  com- 
mission.    It  is  time  that  this  shooting,  and 
starving,  and  betraying  the  helpless  sick 
should  be  ended  !     It  is  time  that    such 
barbarities  as  the  expulsion  of  infected  pas- 
senger ships  from  port  after  port,  should 
be  prohibited  by  the  strong  hand  of  inter- 
national law  !    If  the  weaker  nations  are 
unwilling  to  take  the  risk,  then  a  "Red 
Cross  society"  of  the  seas  should  be  organ- 
ized for  the  relief  of  those  cast  out  upon  its 
unfriendly  bosom  ! 


has  enabled  llie  Brazilians  to  return  "the 
compliment  by  declaring  iiuaranline  ag.iiiist 
Argentina.  To  the  evident  surprise  of  the 
-■Vrgentine  officials,  an  immediate  protest 
was  the  result,  and  they  found  that  several 
important  industries  were  jirejudiced  by 
this  interru]>tion  to  the  trade  between  the 
two  countries  They  protested,  of  course, 
and  ilenied  the  existence  of  a  choler.i 
epidemic  in  the  country,  but  they  very  soon 
found  that  they  could  do  nothing  effective 
because  of  tlleir  own  (|uaranline  against 
Br.azil,  and  because  of  the  unsavory  record 
which  they  ha\'e  made  in  jiast  years,  .^nd 
so,  to  save  themselves  from  further  loss 
they  have  been  compelled  to  raise  their 
i|uarantiiie  against  Brazil,  notoithstanding 
the  fact  th.at  the  so-called  epidemic  here  is 
not  yet  sujipressed,  and  the  further  circum- 
stance that  we  are  just  entering  the  months 
when  fever  generally  makes  its  appearance. 
.■V  more  conijilete  surrender  has  rarely  been 
put  on  record,  and  it  is  all  the  more  notice- 
able because  hitherto  the  Argentines  have 
refused  even  to  listen  to  the  protests 
against  their  own  arbitrary  action. 


i!/ri:R  PLA  TE  ITEMS. 


No  better  testimony  could  have  been 
supphed  as  to  the  accuracy  of  our  remarks 
on  quarantines  in  South  America',  than  the 
OlyiHfo  incident  of  the  past  week.     This 
steamer  arrived  at  llha  Grande  on  Decem- 
ber 25th  with  a  cargo  of  live  cattle,  wheat, 
etc,  for  this  port.     On  the  2(,th  she  w.as 
sent  up  to  discharge  the  cattie  just  outside 
the  harbor  entrance.     On    the  3rd  inst. 
she  returned  to  llha  Grande  to  undergo 
quarantine   preparatory    to   entering    this 
port  for  the  disch,arge  of  the  remainder 
of  her  cargo.     Some  kind  of  an  epidemic 
broke  out  on  board,  however,  which  prov- 
ed to  be  very  fatal.     Not  being  a  pas- 
senger steamer,  the  Ofymfo  had  no  physi- 
cian, and  was  probably  provided  with   a 
very  meagre  supply  of  medicines.     Help 
was  promptly  solicited  from  the  quarantine 
authorities,  and  permission  to  land  the  sick 
for  treatment  and  the  dead  for  burial.   But, 
though  llha  Grande  is  a  quarantine  station 
on  vihich  hundreds  of  contos  have  been 
exjjended  for  the  express  purpose  of  meet- 
ing just  such  cases  as  this,  the  unfortunate 
ship  was  repelled  at  every  point.     We  are 
told  that  the  quarantine  doctor  has  never 
been  on  board,  and  up  to  last  advices  he 
has  not  even   sent  aboard  the  medicines 
I  and  disinfectants  so  urgently  needed.     He 


.According  to  a  telegram  from  Buenos 
Aires  to  the  Argentine  legation  on  the  i  ith, 
the  sanitary  authorities  of  that   port  have 
thrown  up  the  sponge  and  acknowledged 
ihemselves  beaten  at  their  own  game.  They 
have  been  taught  a  lesson  which  we  trust 
will  not  soon  be  forgotten,  for  they   have 
been  made  to  see  that  quarantine  is  a  game 
that  two  can  pl,ay  at,  and   that  they  no 
longer  hold  the  position  of  advantage  in 
the  contest.    They  have  been  made  to  see 
that  Brazil  has  become  a  very  important 
customer  for  their  products  and  that  a  war 
of  (piarantines  will  cause  them  much   the 
greater  injury.    As  long  as  Brazil  took  but 
few  of  their  products,  they  amused   them- 
selves  every  year  with  the  imposition  of 
quarantine  for  the  most  trifling  causes,  and 
that  too  with  .an  effrontery  and  arbitrtiriness 
that  practically   added   .an  insult  to   the 
injury.

—  Tlie  Buenos  Aires  correspondent  of  llie /"iiii 
telegraphed  on  tlie  iith  thai  tlie  quarantine  there 
Rijainst  I^razilian  ai  rivals  had  been  redu>:ed  to 
simple  observation. 

—The  Buenos  Aires  HandcU  ZeHuni  estimnteg 
the  number  of  cattle  in  Argentina  nt  27,000,000, 
the  estimate  being  based  upon  the  number  Icilted 
for  consumption  and  for  the  S'lhi^lcfos,  and  the 
number  exported. 

—  A  Santa  Fe  telegram  o(  December  31st 
explains  the  situation  there  ns  follows:  —  "The 
troops  and  police  force  were  kept  under  arms  last 
night  fearing  a  revoliitionnri  movement,  Tlie 
cholera-scare  having  been  plnyed  out,  the  revolu- 
lionary  scare  takes  its  place.  It  seems  as  if  the 
ofticial  people  had  undertalten  to  provide  public 
excitement.  It  is  understood  that  the  next  excite- 
ment will  be  "  yellow  fever"  unless  ajiother 
earthquake  turns  up.  " 

— 'cholera  in  the  province  of  Santa  FtS  has  been 
officially  recognised  and  a  decree  was  issued  yester- 
day closing  the  Santa  F(i  ports,  which  means  tliat 
no  comnuinicntion  will  be  allowed  between  ihose 
places  and  the  capital,  The  fimny  part  of  tlie 
considerations  whicli  pave  rise  to  tlie  decree  is, 
that  the  measure  is  taken  because  the  "infection 
focus"  which  did  exist  in  Culastinu,  is  now  ex- 
tinguished. We  presume  tliat  when  another  "in- 
fi;ciicn  focus"  is  officially  reiwrted,  llie  Santa  Fe 
ports  will  again  be  opened.— Z'/wiv  of  Aygeiiiina, 

—  Passengers  and  trains  from  Kosario  continue 
10  be  disinlected  in  Belgrano  station  to  guard 
ngainst  the  importation  of  cholera.  The  procedure 
is  on  a  par  with  many  other  resolutions  of  the 
health  board.  If  the  passengers  are  sup|)Osed  to 
convey  tlie  Iticilli,  why  wait  until  they  arrive  in 
this  city  to  disinfect  them  ?  Why  is  not  disinfection 
done  at  the  first  railway  station  after  leaving 
Kosario  ?  As  it  is,  passengers  naturally  get  off  the 
train  before  they  reach  Belgrano  and  hiien  with 
the  supposed  hacilli  promenade  our  sireels  while 
the  sanitary  inspectors  go  through  the  farce  oi 
disinfecting  milk  cans  and  gin  bottles.  Pity  the 
cily  if  cholera  really  exists  here!  —  Timts  of 
ArgiHtina,  January  I. 

-•  The  river  passengers  who  sailed  last  Thursday 
week  must  be  having  a  gay  time  of  it.  They  have 
not  reached  their  destination  yet.  The  Ptatense 
boat  arrived  at  Montevideo  on  the  Friday  morning, 
and  found  that  after  they  left  the  boat,  there  were 
still  another  eight  days  to  be  undergone  on  the 
lazaretto.  So  there  they  are,  all  on  the  island. 
Justice  does  not  seem  to  be  very  evenly  adminis- 
lered  during  the  cholera  season.  Passengers 
coming  by  train  from  Rosario  are  only  subjected 
to  detention  while  they  are  given  a  shower  bath  of 
disinfectants,  but  in  the  case  of  river  boats  from 
Rosario,  they  are  subjected  to  eight  days'  quar- 
antine. It  seems  rather  a  summary  way  of  dealing 
with  such  matters  and  cholera  patients  will  doubt- 
less patronise  the  railway  in  future. — Times  of  Arg. 

—  We  do  not  pretend  to  argue  with  professors 
of  medical  science  as  to  the  efficacy  or  otherwise 
of  quarantine,  although  an  experience  of  half-a- 
dozen  epidemics  would  incline  us  to  believe  that  it 
has  never  kept  out  any  disease  that  really  wanted 
to  get  in,  but  the  reason  of  the  action  ol  the 
Uruguayan  government  in  placing  eight  days'  quar- 
antine  upon  all  vessels  from  Argentina,  when  they 
knew  positively  that  there  is,  at  least,  no  cholera 
ill  Buenos  Airestistoo  evident  to  pass  unnoticed. 
Brazil  having  retaliated  upon  the  River  Plate  for 
tlie  quarantine  measures  taken  against  its  exports, 
the  Orientales  have  followed  its  example  in  the 
hope  that  their  saladero  produce  will  be  admitted 
into  Brazdian  potts  while  Art;entiue  (asajo  remains 
shut  out,  and  thus  they  will  be  able  to  move  olT 
iheir  stock  at  improved  piices,  an  ingenious  dodge

THE  CHOLERA  SCARE  AND  ITS 
SUGGESTIONS. 

Every  year  we  seem  to  get  scared  during  the 
summer  over  yellow  fever,  cholera  and  the  like. 

This  time  it  is  more  than  a  scare,  apparently, 
though  it  is  hard  enough  to  make  sure — even  (or 
the  experts  engaged  in  its  observation.  The  great 
difTiculty  is  to  diagnose  between  the  bad  summer- 
cholera  of  temperate  climes  and  the  genuine  Asi- 
atic cholera,  and  the  difference  is  not  so  very  great 
as  one  might  be  inclined  to  suppose.  Short  ol 
the  clear  and  absolute  demonstration  of  Kocli's 
comma  bacillus  in  the  intestinal  secretions  (often 
no   very   easy  or   certain  job),    Asiatic  cholera   is 


mainly  recognised  by  its  grett  violence,  and  its 
virulent  infectiveneti.  It  is  this  latter  character, 
istic  which  will  mainly  concern  us  here.  Cholera 
spreads  exclusively  throuijh  the  direct  or  indirect 
pollution,  by  the  choleraic  secretions,  of  drinking 
water,  milV,  vegetables,  fruit,  and  food  generally. 

PfiicliaUly,  we  do  not  inhale  iti  germs  by  the 
air,  although  it  is  indeed  conceivable  thnt  a  town 
reeking  with  cholera  poison  and  covered  with  dust 
and  insanitary  accu mutations,  miglit  convey  tlut 
poison  direct  into  the  mouths  otits  citizens  with 
every  wind  that  raises  the  dust  !  Notwithstand- 
ing, it  is  found,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  llint  where 
purity  of  (ood  and  drink  can  be  secured,  cholera 
censes  to  spread. 

Witness  that  remnrkable  epidemic  in  Mendnza 
arrested  by  Dr,  Uil  in  a  few  days  by  boding  the 
drinking  water  of  the  town. 

Our  precautions niusttherefore  be  nininly  directed 
to  the  vigilant  provision  of  safe  food  and  water, 
no  less  tiinn  to  the  frequent  removal  of  rubliish, 
and  all  insanitary  accumulations,  and  the  cleans- 
ing of  sewers  and  drains.  As  compared  with 
tiiese  precautions,  quarantine  shrinks  away  into 
absolute  insignificanee.  Indeed,  there  is  a  grow- 
ing feeling  in  Europe,  and  more  especially  in 
England,  that  where  sanitary  authorities  and  tlieir 
resources  are  both  active  and  eflicient,  qunraniine 
is  but  a  graiuilous  infliction  on  trade,  that  it  is 
even  apt  lo  give  a  very  false  sense  of  security  to 
communities  whose  real  duty  it  is  to  put  their  own 
house  in  order  rather  than  to  put  their  trust  in 
a  town  like  Buenos  Aires,  whose  house  in  nol  in 
order,  where  we  have  our  systems  of  Soca,  "con- 
veniillos,"  "pozo"  waters,  river  water,  and  so 
forth,  quarantine  may  become  a  very  jusliiieable 
regulation  indeed.  As  regards  drinking  water  and 
milk,  there  can  be  no  doubt  of  it  that,  with  cho- 
lera in  our  midst,  hi/in^  is  a  very  necessary 
precaution,  and  if  thoroughly  done,  a  very  efficisnt 
one. 

The  most  scrupulous  care,  however,  shouhi  be 
enjoined  to  prevent  all  possible  contamination  of 
ii.'iishing  li'iiler,  and  of  all  its  sources  lliroughout  a 
house.  For  although  it  may  sound  very  easy  to 
say  "we  will  boil  all  our  drinkables  and  so  3h;\ll 
be  safe,"  yet  the  reflecting  man  will  readily  per- 
ceive how  very  difficult  it  is  to  ensure  safety  by 
that  means  alone.  For  it  is  practically  impos- 
sible to  boil  all  the  water  in  an  establishment  for 
washintj  plates,  jugs,  spoons,  etc.,  etc.,  and  we 
would  like  to  remind  our  readers  that  a  milk-jug, 
e.  q.,  washed  out  with  unboiled  water  and  then 
wiped  'clean,'  as  we  say,  and  charged  with  milk 
again,  is  a  fertile  source  of  danger  if  the  washing 
water  is  impure,  even  supposing  the  milk  itself 
has  been  boiled.  For  it  is  impossible  to  xoipe  a 
jug  clean  of  germs,  and  of  the  dew  which  contains 
them,  and  such  germ-dew  coming  in  contact  with 
even  the  purest  milk,  fimts  therein  all  the  re- 
quisites for  its  incubation  and  development. 

Doubtful  water,  therefore,  even  though  we 
boil  what  we  actually  drink  of  it,  is  a  constant 
menace  to  our  lives,  whether  it  be  a  question  of 
typhoid,  cholera  or  anything  else.  And  so  the 
most  scrupulous  general  precautions  should  he 
taken  in  a  house  to  prevent  contamination  all 
round. 

While  on  this  subject,  it  may  be  well  to  men- 
lion  that  there  is  growing  evidence  of  the  fact  that 
wells  and  algibes  are  more  often  poisoned  by  dirty 
hands,  dirly  buckets,  chains  and  ropes,  dead  rnis, 
mice  and  fties,  etc.,  etc.,  than  through  subter- 
ranean communicftitone,  with  sewers.  And  so  it  is 
ihat  clean  servants  and  children,  and  clean  fami- 
lies, are  worth  more  than  armies  of  sanitary 
experts    and  otlicials. 

The  question  of  ditiy  hands  is  one  ol  pecoliar 
and  vital  importance  in  relation  to  cholera.  It 
is  a  fact,  as  true  as  it  is  unavoidable,  that  almost 
alt  our  food  supplies,  especially  milk,  fntit, 
greens,  vegetables,  etc.,  pass  through  the  hands  of 
the  lowest  and  dirtiest  sections  of  the  population 
—often  through  dozens  and  dozens  of  such  hands. 
Fruit,  greens  and  vegetables  are  especially  Uable 
to   contamination  thereby. 

To  this  influence  we  must  add  their  long  ex- 
posure  to  dust  and  dirt.  Dust  settles  on  them  to 
an  enormous  extent,  clings  to  them,  and  ia  pe- 
cutiary  hard  to  cleanse  away.  All  these  foods,  once 
living,  are  now  dying,  and  therefore  are  ahoays 
in  a  state  of  prenmitmry  decomposition.  They 
serve  as  a  typical  nidus  for  the  development  of 
bacteria,  offering  them  moisture,  heat,  and  rich 
organic  albuminous  juices.  Hence  it  is  the  uni- 
versal experience  of  mankind  that  in  cholera  or 
other  epidemics,  but  most  of  all  in  cholera,  un- 
cooked greens,  fruits  and  vegetables  should  be 
absolutely  excluded  from  the  table, 

Our  board  of  health  is  fully  alive  to  the  fact 
and  has  taken  very  strict  measures  in  the  matter, 
II  cholera  is  in  our  midst,  we  repeat,  all  food 
and  drink  should  be  cleansed  and  ccf^vn' or /w'/i-i^/ 
green?,  fruits  o(  all  kinds,  salads  of  lettuce,  toma- 
toes, beets  and  vegetables  should  never  be  taken 
uncooked. 

And  now  let  us  pass  to  a  semi-medical  matter 
ol  almo.'it  equal  importance- f/»7/r  and  their  pre- 
vention. How  many  attacks  of  yellow  fever, 
cholera,  typhoid,  dysentery,  enteritis,  etc.  take 
their  origin  in  cliills !  It  is  a  known  fact  that 
numbers  of  us  have  carried  considerable  quan- 
tities ot  the  germs  of  these  diseases  in  our  coils  of 
intestines— and  with  perfect  safety  and  impunity 
so  long  as  our  mucous  linings  are  healthy  and 
intact,  and  no  accident  occurs  to  depress  or  lower 
tlie  vitality  of  their  epithelial  cells  and  of  the 
nervo-vascular  structures  of  their  bases.  So  long 
as  all  goes  well  in  this  respect  the  germs  and 
poisons  are  destroyed  or  antagonised  by  those 
cells,  and  safely  ejected  as  innocuous  foreign 
bodies. 

The  commonest  accident,  however,  which,  es- 
pecially in  tropical  climes  and  seasons,  disturj)s 
this  beneficent  mechanism  of  nature  is  the  taking 
of  a  cold  or  chill— especially  in  the  abdominal 
region  of  the  body.  At  the  outset  of  the  chill  the 
blood  flees  from  the  surface  of  the  body,  and 
rushes  to  the  internal  organs,  producing  "conges- 
tion." If  there  be  no  germs  and  poisons  in  their 
vicinity,  this  congestion  passes  away,  and  all  goes 
well;  but  if  the  poisons  be  there,  the  temporary 
shock  to  those  delicate  nervo-vascular  mechan- 
isms, to  which  we  have  referred,  may  suffice  so 
to  lower  the  vitahty  of  those  scavenging  cells  as  to 
decide   the   constant  struggle   between   them  and 


the  bocterift  in  favour  of  the  latter  ;  "congestion 
passes  into  " iMjiiimmafion,"  and  disease,  and 
acute  disease  begins.  Such  i<  the  early  history  of 
numherless  acute  diseases— cholera  amongst  them. 
Hence  the  great  ndvantacc  o(  encasing  the  nlxlo- 
men  and  pelvis  night  and  (Tay  in  flannel  or  woollen 
cloih  to  avoid  sudden  changes  of  temperature— 
the  so-called  ^'choleta  ie/l.'^ 

It  may  he  here  rcuiaiked  that  we  are  more 
subject  to  abdominal  chills  in  hot  weather  than  we 
are  in  cold  :  we  have  taken  oil*  our  winter  things, 
di;aught3  are  rather  courted  than  avoided,  win- 
dows and  doors  are  open  night  and  day,  we  sleep 
without  blankets,  often  even  without  sheel.s,  we 
use  open  trams  and  co;iclies,  we  undergo  nlter- 
ations  of  the  most  profuse  sweats,  and  the  heut 
variations  of  night  and  day  are  often  extreme. 
It  is  well  known  in  Buenos  Aires  that  when  a 
lormento  and  cold  weather  follow  on  the  top  of  a 
peiiod  of  intense  heat,  thousands  of  persons  are 
often  nllacked  by  colic  and  diarrhea  of  varying 
degrees  of  severity.  To  these  remarks  we  might 
add  that  in  all  tropical  countries  and  times  of 
epidemic,  it  is  found  that  a  most  powerful  anti- 
zymotic  safeguard  is  to  be  found  in  the  regular 
action  of  tlie  bowels,  thus  keeping  the  blood  pure 
ami  cool,  preventing  the  accunuilation  of  poisons, 
and  maintaining  iiiiact  the  vitality  of  the  great 
gastro-intestinal  mucous  lining.  Many  young 
men  by  fast  and  irregular  living,  antl  tile  conse- 
quent disregard  of  these  primary  periodic  neces- 
i lies,  have  fallen  victims  to  acute  tropical  disease. 
We  will  conclude  by  warning  our  readers  that  ice, 
aerated  waters  ami  bottled  drinks  all  need  their 
careful  consideration.  Ice  mniie  of  impure  water 
may  be  full  of  danger  if  wmv/ with  drinks;  ami 
the  fibncas  of  aerated  waters,  beer,  porter,  etc., 
which  use  artesian  waier,  or  water  especially 
puiified,  are  to  be  much  preferred  to  those  which 
take  no  such  precaution  at  all.  Even  from  the 
little  we  have  snid,  it  will  be  seen  how  very  dif- 
ficult it  is  to  ensure  security.  The  principles, 
however,  wliich  underlie  all  efforts  to  attain  it  are 
worthy  of  the  closest  consideration. 


PliOVINCIAL    J^OTES 


—A  telegram  from  Pelotas  on  the  nth  an- 
nounces that  the  telegraph  lines  had  been  cut  a 
little  beyond  Candiota  and  also  beyond  Pedras 
Altas. 

—It  is  said  that  the  governor  of  Pernambaco, 
Barbosa  Lima,  has  a  well-armed  force  of  3,000  men 
under  his  command.  He  is  accused  of  entertain- 
ing a  very  ambitious  project. 

— Telegrams  of  the  I2tli  state  that  the  Brazilian 
troops,  pursuing  a  body  of  insurgents,  had  again 
invaded  Uruguayan  teriitory,  wounding  a  com- 
missary and  Killing  a  police  soldier. 

—The  2nd  battalion  of  S.  Paulo  police  arrived 
in  S.  Paulo  on  the  14th  from  Par.anii,  where  they 
have  been  stationed  since  April,  1S93.  What  were 
the  S.  Paulo  police  doing  in  Parana? 

—The  German  sch  Johimn,  freighted  with  salt 
from  Macao  for  Rio  Grande  do  SuT,  was  reported 
on  the  loth  as  having  been  wrecked  at  Paracuiii, 
on  the  coast  of  Ceard.  The  crew  was  saved,  but 
the  ship  is  a  total  loss. 

—After  navigating  all  the  way  to  Santos,  the 
cruiser  Hepublica  and  torpedo-boat  Pedto  Affomo 
entered  that  port  on  the  loth  for  supplies  and 
repairs.  After  receiving  these  they  proceeded  on 
their  way  to  Rio  Grande. 

—We  regret  to  note  the  death  of  the  chief 
editor  of  the  Monitir  Campista,  of  Campos,  on 
the  13th  inst.,  who  was  the  victim  of  an  accident. 
He  was  run  over  in  the  street  by  an  oxcart  and 
so  latally  injured  that  death  resulted  soon  after 
the  accident. 

—The  state  elections  in  Pernambuco  occurred 
on  the,iath.  It  is  st.ited  that  the  people  generally 
stayed  away  from  the  polls,  which  may  be  taken 
as  a  measure  of  their  appreciation  of  tiie  free  insti- 
tutions guaranteed  to  tliem  by  dictators  and  mil* 
itary  officers. 

—It  is  said  that  the  insurgent  chief  Pina  after  the 
defeat  mentioned  in  our  last  issue,  returned  into 
Rio  Grande  immediately  after.  It  is  said  that  the 
reported  battle  was  only  a  guerrilla  skirmish,  of 
no  importance.  Other  reports  state  that  the  in- 
surgent  leader  was  Lauientino  Pinto.  With  sS 
great  a  divergence  in  the  news,  one  may  easily  be 
torgiven  for  doubting  the  whole  story. 

—The  sanitary  inspector  of  Espirito  Santo  has 
resolved  to  save  his  state,  cost  what  it  may.  He 
says  that  if  the  report  is  confirmed  that  cholera  has 
appeared  in  Rio,  he  will  close  the  ports  of  that 
state  against  all  arrivals  from  this  port.  He  aNo 
declares  that  he  will  prohibit  the  importation  uf 
catlle  and  produce  from  the  River  Plate.  His 
people  may  have  to  go  hungry,  but  he  will  see 
that  cholera  is  kept  out, 

—A  Montevideo  telegram  of  the  I2th  reports  a 
fight  nt  Passo  Malaolho,  near  the  Quarahim  river, 
between  government  tiuops  and  a  force  of  in- 
surgents under  Colonel  Piragibe.  The  latter  were 
fortified  'and  are  said  to  number  about  1,500  men. 
The  insurgents  resisted  tenaciously  and  com- 
(lelled  the  government  troops  to  retire.  Colonel 
Sampaio  then  left  Livramento  wilh  a  thousand  odd 
men  and  a  cannon  to  reinforce  the  government 
troops,  but  returned  soon  after. 

—The  death  of  Mr.  Eversley  Belfield  on  the  7th 
inst.  has  cast  quite  a  gloom  over  the  Anglo- 
American  colony  in  Sao  Paulo.  In  a  short  resi- 
dence of  only  two  and  a  half  years  in  Ihat  city,  he 
had  made  many  friends  and  had  become  deserv- 
edly popular.  He  succumbed  to  an  attack  of  ty- 
phoid fever,  a  disease  from  which  he  had  a  nar. 
row  escape  only  two  years  ago.  His  funeral  was 
largely  attended  and  many  beautiful  wreaths  were 
sent  by  his  numerous  friends  as  tokens  of  respect 
to  his  memory. 

—There  was  a  fight  between  soldiers  and  police- 
men in  S5o  Paulo  on  the  evening  of  the  IZth  inst. 
The  row  occurred  at  the  entrance  to  the  theatre 
and  the  people  were  accordingly  compelled  t^i 
leave  the  place.  Five  poltcemeij  and  three  soldiers 
were  wounded.  It  does  not  seem  to  occur  to  the 
authorities  that  the  only  way  to  stop  these  quar- 
rels is  to  keep  the  soldiers  in  their  barracks  at 
night.  Instead  they  are  permitted  lO  prowl  around 
the  streets  at  niglit,  armed  and  ready  for  a  quai- 
rel  with  the  police.  Let  them  be  kept  in  the  r 
quarters ! 


—A  Torrent  filter  hM  jmt  betn  rfMlved  here 
for  the  water-worki  at  Vaiiourai,  state  a(  Rio  de 
Janeiro. 

—The  I4lh  cavalry,  which  hai  been  stitioned  in 
Silo  Piulo,  left  Smtoi  for  Rio  Grande  do  Sul  on 
the  Qth.    The  regiment  numbers  about  200  men, 

—The  town  of  B6a  Visia,  Goyai,  where  so 
much  lawlessness  has  occurred  aince  l!(9i,  is 
situated  on  the  Rio  Tocantini,  on  the  frontiers 
between  Goyaz  and  MarauhAo.  The  fnleral  force 
has  been  withdrawn  from  the  place,  leaving  the 
outlaws  lo  work  their  own  sweet  will. 

—Bitter  complaints  are  being  made  in  Dahin 
against  the  intervention  of  the  police  in  elections. 
The  Gazeta  tie  Notieins  ol  that  city  says:  "The 
soldier  is  paid,  by  means  of  taxes  which  are 
burdens  upon  the  people,  for  guaranteeing  public 
order,  and  not  for  assisting  this  or  that  ^artizan 
group." 

—  Detachments  from  Parit  and  Maranh.1o,  with 
two  field  pieces,  have  been  ordered  upon  some 
special  service.  They  are  to  he  accompanied  by 
ambulances,  and  will  be  prepared  for  a  service 
of  some  importance.  As  the  expedition  starts 
from  MaranhHo,  it  may  be  presumed  that  its  des- 
lination    is    B6a  Vista. 

—The  Jornal  of  the  nth  is  informed  thnt  Fb- 
riano  Peixoto  intends  to  leave  for  P090S  de  Caldas 
on  the  iStli  inst.  He  has  apparently  abandoned 
his  intention  to  go  to  Barbacena.  The  ex-Dictator 
seems  to  be  somewhat  uneasy  and  unceri.iin,  and 
is  changing  his  plans  rather  frequently.  Perhaps 
his  conscience  is  troubling  him, 

■^Tlie  Italian  immigrants  whicl»  arrived  here 
on  the  Iniziiitivti,  some  1,500  in  number,  were 
sent  up  to  Juiz  de  Fora  immediately  on  arrival. 
There  nothing  was  done  for  Iheir  reception,  and 
consequently  they  were  left  without  food  and 
shelter.  This  is  another  one  ot  the  curiosities  of 
oHicially  directed  immigration. 

—The  secretary  of  the  Bahia  state  government 
has  telegraphed  to  the  Jornal  do  Cominercio  that 
the  reports  about  the  intended  deposition  of  the 
municipal  council  of  Villa  Nova,  the  order  for  the 
withdrawal  of  Senator  Jose  Gun^alves  and  the 
firing  upon  the  people,  are  all  pure  fabrications. 
In  regard  to  this  it  must  be  said  that  there  is 
more  falsehood  than  reality  in  all  the  political 
news  current.  Were  a  newspaper  to  publish  only 
the  truth,  it  would  have  nothing  to  fill  its  col- 
umns. 

—We  are  glad  to  say  that  Mococa,  SSo  Paulo, 
has  been  again  heard  from  I  This  time  this  spirit- 
ed little  town  sends  us  something  original  in  the 
line  of  vital  statistics.  Last  year,  according  lo  the 
civil  registry,  there  were  134  births,  33  deaths 
and  27  marriages  in  that  place.  A  healthier  place 
could  not  be  found  any  where,  if  the  births  and 
deaths  are  considered  by  themselves,  and  Mococa 
will  soon  be  overburdened  with  population.  But 
when  we  find  ihat  the  marriages  nearly  equal  the 
deaths— well,  we  hardly  know  what  to  think ! 


Railroad    Notes 


— Traflic  on  the  Bananal  line  has  been  opened, 
to  connect  with  the  S.  Paulo  express. 

—The  new  scale  of  wages  for  the  Central 
railway,  recently  enacted  by  Congress,  will  in- 
crease the  working  expen^ies  of  that  corporation  by 
something  over  2,000,000$  a  year, 

—The  prefect  lias  vetoed  the  act  of  the  mun- 
icipal council  authorizing  a  contract  with  Luiz 
Carlos  de  Mourn,  or  the  company  he  may  organ- 
ize, for  the  construction  of  a  circular  railway  in 
this  city. 

—  There  was  a  meeting  of  business  men  in 
Uberaba  on  the  13th,  at  which  it  was  resolved  to 
create  a  tramway  service  heiween  the  city  and  the 
Mogyana  station.  The  stock  will  be  taken  by 
local  investors. 

—The  minister  of  industry  has  asked  his  col- 
league of  war  lor  36  tents  for  the  use  of  the  com- 
mission chaiged  with  the  survey  of  a  railway  to 
the  site  ol  the  projected  new  capital  of  Brazil, 
MW  the  table  lands  ol  Goyaz. 

—The  new  locomotives  recently  acquired  for 
the  Central  railway  are  not  giving  the  best  of 
satisfaction.  One  of  them  stopped  at  Eiicantado 
on  the  9tli  with  a  passenger  train,  and  could  not 
be  induced  to  go  on  for  about  fifteen  minutes. 

—A  telegram  from  one  of  the  Minas  siations  of 
ilie  Central  line  comploins  that  freight  is  not 
accepted  there,  and  that  the  articles  sent  there  lor 
food,  such  as  faiiiilia,  etc.,  generally  arrive  wet, 
musiy,  and  unfit  for  use.  The  service  on  the 
Central   seems   to  be  almost  hopelessly  disorgan- 

—The  residents  of  S.  Fidelis  and  neighboring 
towns  are  to  meet  on  the  27lh  inst.  lo  protest 
against  the  "abuses  and  violences"  practised  by 
the  Leopoldina  company  in  that  region,  and  upon 
the  vexatious  manner  in  which  tiie  Ii  per  cent 
export  tax  on  coffee  is  collected. 

—The  Central  is  now  receiving  merchandise 
for  all  its  branch  lines  except  the  Leopoldina. 
Ihe  service,  as  we  learn  fiom  a  private  source,  is 
still  extremely  disorganized  and  unsatisfatory.  In 
many  places  up  country  the  people  are  almost 
starvmg  and  can  obtain  nothing  over  tlie  railway. 


Coffee  ]\Jotes 


-The  commercial  associations  of  Sao  Paulo  and 
Santos  are  protesting  against  ihe  continued  col- 
lection of  the  lax  of  44  reis  per  bag  on  coffee,  as 
Ihe  tax  is  extinct  under  the  new  budget. 

—The  attention  of  the  customs  and  police 
aulhoiiiies  IS  called  to  the  great  necessity  of 
protecting  coffee  from  robbery  at  the  Docas.  At 
present  these  robberies  are  not  only  committed 
inside  the  Docas,  but  in  the  streets  outside,  where 
the  bags  are  punctured  in  open  daylight  and  coffee 
extracted.  The  coffee  is  then  sold  in  a  neighborin" 
venda^  whose  proprietor  is  driving  a  flourishing 
business.  From  investigations  made  on  the  spoi. 
It  has  been  found  that  from  trfo  to  three  per  cent 
of  the  coffee  has  disappeared  between  the  ensaca- 
dsres  and  the  point  of  embarkation.  The  director 
of  the  Docas  is  indifferent  to  complaints,  and  the 
t  iieves  are  belligerent,  not  infrequently  attacking 
the  shipping  clerks  who  interfere  with  them.  It 
IS  a  crying  disgrace  that  something  is  not  done 
to  stop  SO  criminal  a  practice.

—The  planteri  of  PiAu,  Minftn  GeraeR,  have 
made  a  protest  to  the  governor  ol  that  stnte  against 
the  heavy  charge*  imposed  upon  coft'ee.  They 
claim  that  coffee  from  that  neltihhorhooil  pays  in 
freichts  and  taxes  over  30$  a  hag,  or  5$  an 
nrroua,  by  the  lime  it  rcachei  Rio  de  Janeiro. 
There  it  a  good  old  fable  which  mitiht  be  quoted 
just  here-  the  killing  of  the  hen  that  laid  golden 
eggi— but  we  (orbenr. 


Local  Notes 


—General  Santos  Dins  has  been  appointed  tn 
command  the  gth  military  district,  that  of  Santa 
Cntjiarina. 

— We  are  advised  that  a  letter  was  mniled  in  Sao 
Paulo  to  our  address  on  the  3rd  inst.  It  has  not 
yet  arrived.    Will  the  postoftice  took  it  np  ? 

—General  Roberto  Ferreira  left  for  P.11A  on  the 
loth.  Within  three  months  we  simll  expect  to 
hear  of  political  troubles  in  Pard  so  grave  as  to 
necessitate  military   intervention. 

—The  minister  of  finance,  Dr.  Rodrigues  Alves, 
has  recently  purchased  the  Diogo  Velho  residence 
in  Riia  Senador  Vergueiro  (or  115,000$,  and 
will  soon  establish  his  family  there. 

—The  nppoininient  of  Dr.  AiidriS  Cavulcanli, 
the  present  chief  of  police,  lo  tlie  Supreme  Federal 
Tribunal  is  now  spoken  of.  He  is  doing  so  well 
on  the  police  that  his  promotion  will  be  sincerely 
regretted. 

— The  death  o(  Councillor  Ediurdo  de  Andrade 
Pinio  occurred  in  this  city  on  the  loth  inst.  The 
deceased  was  prominent  in  political  life  in  the  lime 
of  the  monarchy,  and  was  generally  esteemed  as  a 
man  of  hiuh  character  and  great  ability. 

— The  Jotnal  recommends  the  suppression  of 
the  military  attaches  in  the  legations  where  they 
are  now  maintained.  They  were  designed  piin- 
cipally  as  sinecures  for  some  of  the  young  repub- 
licans who  thought  that  their  services  entitled  them 
to  live  Abroad  at  the  expense  of  the  taxpayer. 

-The  rainstorm  which  visited  this  cay  oti  New 
Year's  day  has  been  succeeded  by  almost  daily 
rains.  Thus  far  January  has  been  exceptionally 
cool,  and  the  city  is  phenomenally  healthy.  The 
death  rate  this  month  has  been  as  low  as  10  in  one 
day,  an  abnormally  low  rate  for  a  city  of  something 
over  A  half  million  population. 

—The  government  has  appointed  Dr.  Joao  Bap. 
lista  de  Lacerda  ai  director  of  the  Museu  Na- 
cional.  The  new  director  has  been  for  many  years 
Ihe  sub-director  of  the  physiological  laboratory  of 
the  museum,  and  is  best  known,  perhaps,  for  his 
experiments  in  connection  with  the  use  of  per- 
manganate of  potash  as  an  antidote  aijainst  poison- 
ous snake  bites. 

—The  director  of  the  Ilha  Grande  quarantine 
station  has  asked  for  a  force  of  50  soldier.s, 
ostensibly  to  maintain  a  sanitary  cordon.  In 
reality,  however,  they  are  required  to  keep  anyone 
from  making  use  of  the  island,  and  lo  keep  the 
sick  away.  They  will  be  provided  with  cartridges 
to  shoot  any  poor  sicic  wretch  who  may  want  even 
the  poorest  service  which  humanity  can  render, 

—It  must  be  admitted  that  there  are  some  signs 
indicating  prospects  of  improvement  in  the  post- 
office.  They  are  becoming  sensitive.  We  were 
favored  on  the  nth  inst.  with  a  c<>py  of  the 
Revitio,  of  Buenos  Aires,  of  November  24th,  and 
the  dale  stamp  was  lorn  off  the  wrapper,  apparent- 
ly to  embarrass  reclamations.  The  next  step  will 
prol>ably  be  to  deliver  the  papers  a  Utile  earlier. 

—In  view  of  the  Teneira  disaster  the  minister 
of  marine  has  issued  instructions  to  the  captain  of 
the  port  to  oblige  all  national  vessels,  whether 
ocean-going,  coasting,  or  engaged  in  port  services, 
to  carry  the  number  of  boats,  life  belts,  and  life 
"buoys,  recommended  by  the  marine  congress  of 
Washington,  .ind  that  every  steamer  engaged  in 
carrying  passengers  in  this  bay  should  be  provided 
with  a  fire  engine  and  twelve  leather  buckets. 

—The  yoj«(i/says  that,  according  to  a  telegram 
to  the  Times  from  Philadelphia,  dated  the  aist  uit. 
a  Chinese  agent  was  then  in  Washington  negotiat- 
ing with  Minister  Mendon^a  for  the  purchase  of 
the  Nktheroy,  wiih  its  dynamite  gun,  and  the 
Andrada,  the  two  phenomenal  additions  to  the 
Brazilian  ravy  made  by  the  said  minister  himself. 
The  Jomal  expresses  the  hope  that  the  minister 
will  be  permitted  to  recoup  the  money  which  he 
invested  in  ihese  ships,  in  which  pious  hope  many 
others  will  fervently  join. 

—A  peculiar  case  occurred  last  week  in  the  mat- 
ter of  quarantine  restrictions.  The  British  steamer 
Olympa  had  been  condemned  to  rigorous  quaran- 
tine at  Ilha  Grande,  having  had  several  deaths  of 
a  suspected  character  on  board.  Unable  to  obtain 
medicines  and  medical  assistance  at  Illia  Grande, 
the  captain  finally  resolved  to  come  lo  this  port, 
which  he  did.  lie  not  only  left  Ilha  Grande  with- 
out hindrnnce,  but  he  tome  into  port  without  dif- 
ficulty. His  request  for  medicines,  etc.,  Iiere  met 
the  same  treatment  accorded  at  Ilha  Grande,  and 
he  was  finally  compelled  to  return  there  without 
the  relief  sought.  The  incident  shows  both  the 
cowardice  and  heartlessness  of  the  officials  in 
charge  of  our  sanitary  service.  They  permit  men 
'to  die  on  board  a  steamer  without  being  seen  by 
n  physician,  and  even  neglect  to  send  them  the  sup- 
plies necessary  to  their  existence. 

— A  pamphlet  recently  published  by  Dr.  Elpidio 
de  Mesquita,  gives  an  account  of  the  expulsion  of 
16  foreigners  from  Brazil  by  the  last  government. 
After  ten  months'  imprisonment,  without  being 
'formally  accused  of  any  crime,  the  Dictator  resolv- 
ed  to  have  them  expelled  from  the  country  in 
September  last.  Application  was  at  once  made 
for  habeas  corpus,  the  period  of  martial  law  having 
ended  August  31st,  and  the  order  was  promptly 
granted  by  the  Supreme  Tribunal.  The  Dictator, 
however,  issued  a  decree,  dated  back  to  August 
35th,  ordering  their  expulsion,  and  they  were  sent 
away  on  the  Thames  on  September  26lh.  Among 
them  was  the  well-known  naturalist  Dr.  Wilhelm 
von  Linden.  On  September  i6th  the  Supreme 
Tribunal  gave  an  unequivocal  decision  against  the 
right  of  the  executive  to  expel  foreigners,  or  to 
hold  ihem  for  expulsion,  as  the  law  gives  him  no 
such  authority  and  the  constitution  expressly  guar- 
antees to  foreigners  oil  the  rights  ot  legal  pro- 
teclion  accorded  to  citizens, 


— Atiuther  change  in  the  uniform  of  the  army 
hni  been  decreed.  One  would  think  that  quite 
money  enough  had  been  spent  in  this  way. 

—Another  fugitive  Pte*ident  has  taken  refuge 
in  the  United  States,  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  tlio 
American  people  will  learn  that  something  more 
than  the  name  "republic"  is  required  to  make  a 
free,  self-governing  nation. 

—A  Lisbon  lelegrani  of  the  lath  says  that  the 
court  martial  convened  to  try  Capt,  Augusto  de 
Castithos  and  some  of  his  sulwrdinates  Tor  their 
action  toward  the  insurgents  in  tliis  bay  and  at 
tlie  River,  has  resulted  in  their  acquittal  by  an 
unanimoas  vote. 

—The  lawyers  are  now  busily  engaged  on  the 
Mello  Barreto  case.  It  may  be  prophesied  that 
when  they  have  financed  the  case  for  all  it  is  worth, 
the  defendent  will  be  absolved  without  a  stain  on 
his  character.  In  the  meantime  the  victims  o(  ihe 
Companhia  Geral  swindle  will  have  become  seas- 
oiied  to  llie  losses  which  they  have  suflered. 

—There  was  a  row  at  Cascadurn  Sunday  night 
between  the  police  and  a  group  of  employes  of 
the  Central  railway.  A  considerable  force  of 
policemen  and  soldiers  was  sent  to  the  place,  where 
peace  was  restored  about  midnight.  Some  of  the 
brakemen  were  arrested  and  were  given  tlie  op. 
poriunity  to  reflect  at  their  leisure  in  the  notice 
station. 

—There  is  some  gigantic  lying  in  progress 
throughout  the  country  in  regard  to  Ihe  recent 
elections.  One  party  is  denouncing  all  kinds  of 
U'nud  and  violence,  while  the  other  is  coiigiatulat- 
•■ig  the  country  on  the  good  order  and  scrupulous 
honesty  which  reigned.  We  give  it  up  surefy,  but 
we    are   doubtful   about   the    good   order    all   the 

—It  is  said  that  the  authorities  have  not  yet 
removed  the  powder  left  in  one  of  the  keeper's 
houses  in  the  Jardim  d'Acclama^.io.  A  large 
quantity  of  explosives  are  still  stored,  also,  in  tlie 
old  museum  building,  and  Ihe  old  hulk /"w/^j,  on 
the  bay,  is  believed  to  have  powder  011  boartt. 
Any  of  these  deposits  might  cause  a  terrible  dii- 
aster  and  loss  ol  lile. 

—The  Gazfta  has  an  envelope  in  its  possession 
showing  that  a  legibly-addressed  letter  from  this 
city  10  Sao  Paulo,  which  was  dispatched  Nov- 
ember I  nil  last,  reached  its  destination  only  on 
January  Sili.  On  January  S'h  it  was  in  Uberaba, 
Minas  Geraes.  It  is  curious  lo  see  how  uunioved 
the  postolfice  authorities  remain  under  all  these 
disclosures  of  negligence  and  incompetence. 

—Tlie  daily  rainstorms  which  have  visited  this 
city  since  the  ist  inst.,  culminateil  on  ttie  evening 
of  the  Itth  inst.  in  a  genuine,  old-fashioned  down- 
pour. The  streets  on  the  hillsides  became  rivers, 
and  those  on  the  level  were  filled  with  water  to 
such  an  extent  that  the  shops  and  dwellings  in 
many  localities  were  flooded.  Much  damage  was 
done  to  ilie  streets  by  sand  and  to  buildings  bv 
the  floods.  ^      ' 

—The  city  government  has  very  properly  closed 
the  gambling  dens,  called  "book-makers"  and 
"spoitsmen's  banks,"  and  also  the  ball-playing 
establishments,  cnWeii  frontois,  except  on  Sunday.'', 
These  places  afford  very  little  amusement  beyond 
facilities  for  gambling,  and  their  suspension  will  be 
a  public  benefit.  In  our  opinion  the  jockey-clubs 
and  race-courses  might  well  receive  a  little  gentle 
correction  also. 

— Considerable  indignation  has  been  aroused  by 
the  conduct  of  Capt.  Cook  of  the  Somta,  who  on 
arrival  in  port  on  the  morning  of  the  14th  posted 
a  notice  advising  passengers  not  to  go  ashore 
because  ol  an  epidemic  of  yejiow  fever  in  the 
city.  The  port  officers  interfered  and  had  the 
notice  taken  down,  but  the  chauvinists  are  con- 
siderably agitated  over  the  matter  still.  The 
captain  says  that  he  was  advised  by  the  agents  in 
Montevideo  that  yellow  fever  is  raging  in  Rio  .de 
Janeiro. 

—The  Jornal  do  5rji:Vhas  recently  published 
particulars  of  the  occupation  of  the  town  of  Mag6, 
first  by  the  insurgents  and  then  by  the  govern- 
ment forces.  The  first  treated  the  residents  con- 
siderately and  paid  for  what  they  received.  The 
latter,  when  they  took  possession  of  the  place, 
committed  every  kind  ot  excess.  It  is  openly 
chargeil  that  the  government  commander,  Col. 
Godolphim,  gave  the  order  "saqite  e  de^o/a," 
(sack  and  cut  throats)  when  the  national  forces 
entered  the  town. 

—If  Brazil  enters  into  another  negotiation  with 
Argentina  for  a  sanitary  convention  between  Ihe 
two  countries,  she  should  insist  on  the  abolition  of 
the  sanitary  inspector  for  steamers.  These  men 
are  generally  young  medicos  who  have  had  no 
medical  experience  and  know  very  little  of  the 
responsible  duties  entrusted  to  them.  Occasion- 
ally men  are  appointed  who  are  not  physicians. 
We  have  heard  of  one  who  was  a  pharmacist. 
These  men  are  the  cause  of  much  trouble,  and 
they  wdl  continue  to  be  an  obstacle  as  long  as 
they  are  employed.  A  responsible,  experienced 
visitini;  physician  is  all  that  the  .service  requires. 

—The  Jo}nal do  Commcrcio  of  the  13th  contains 
a  letter  fiOm  Dr.  Serzedello  in  regard  to  the  in- 
cidents which  led  to  his  resignation  of  the  port- 
folio of  finance  in  April  1893.  He  says  that  he 
and  Custodio  de  Mello  were  strongly  opposed  to 
the  continuation  of  the  war  against  Rio  Grande, 
and  that  Floriano  consented  lo  a  proposal  for  Ihe 
pacification  of  that  state.  Failing  to  keep  his  word 
in  this  matter  and  insisting  uoon  the  suspension  of 
the  tnbitnat  d€  contas,  against  the  advice  of  the 
minister,  he  felt  himself  compelled  lo  resign.  He 
charges  that  the  action  of  the  President  was  due 
to  an  intrigue,  one  factor  of  which  was  the  appoint- 
ment of  Dr.  Felisbello  Freire  to  a  seat  in  the 
cabinet. 

—An  inquiry  instituted  h'^  X\\it  J otnat  do  Com- 
metcio  has  developed  the  following  facts  in  regard 
to  the  suspected  cholera  cases  sent  over  to  Juru- 
juba,  of  wliich  so  much  has  been  said  in  the 
columns  of  the  Paiz  and  by  our  hysterical  sanitary 
board.  From  December  4,tli  to  January  5th  12 
patients  were  sent  to  Jurujuba  as  suspected  cholera 
cases,  of  whom  4  died.  For  the  weekending 
January  I2th  10  more  patients  were  sent  over,  of 
whom  %  died.  Not  one  of  these  cases  was 
diagnosed  as  cholera  morbus.  On  the  12th  there 
were  6  patients  in  the  lazaretto  under  treatment, 
of  which  one  was  in  a  bad  slate,  one  w.is  in  a 
hopeful  condition  and  4  were  convalescent.  This 
is  the  true  history  of  our  local  cholera  scare,  ol 
which  alarmists  have  made  so  inucli  capital. 


—The  new  Bra/.ilian  consul  at  liuenos  Airen, 
Sr.  Manoel  da  Silva  Pontes,  left  for  Hint  city  on 
the  nth  inst. 

—The  cruiser  AndmdiX  has  been  sent  down  to 
Ilha  Gronde  to  help  maintain  order  among  tlie 
ships  in  quarantine. 

—The  necessitv  of  a  sanitary  convention  with 
Brazil  is  now  talked  of  in  liueno*  Aires.  Pos- 
sibly Dr.  Ramos  Mejia  is  now  willing  to  make  a 
few  concessions, 

-It  is  reported  that  Dr.  AiTonso  Penna,  ex-gov. 
ernor  of  Minas  Geraes,  lia»  declined  the  apiioint- 
ment  to  the  Supreme  Fedeinl  Tribunal.  We  are 
inclined  to  believe  that  llii't  act  is  a  wise  one,  for 
he  can  be  far  more  useful  where  he  is  than  in  the 
judiciary, 

—Col.  Godolphim,  who  i.s  now  stationed  in  Silo 
Paulo,  denies  the  cliaiges  that  Mage  was  pillaged 
by  the  force  under  his  command.  In  proof  of  this, 
after  defying  the  complainants  to  prove  tlie  cnn- 
trary,  he  asserts  that  he  found  the  monarchical  Hag 
at  the  public  offices,  tf  this  is  a  proof,  then  the 
Central  r.iilway  is  rebellious,  for  it  is  still  using 
stamps  with  the  title  "K,  de  F.  D.  Pedro  II"  on 
them.  Col.  Godolpliim  should  try  again;  per- 
haps he  can  fmd  a  better  proof  of  his  innocence 
next  time. 

—Tlie  Pah  hears  that  one  of  Hie  naval  officers 
who  abandoned  the  revolt  because  of  Sakhnha  da 
Gania's  manifesto  of  December  liicjj,  and  who  has 
been  imprisoned  ever  since,  has  recently  escaned 
frpni  the  hospital  where  he  was  under  treatment. 
He  probably  exi'ected  that  he  would  be  received 
with  a  brass  band  and  fireworks  when  he  left  the 
■evolt  and  returned  to  the  fulil.  Alter  a  ycai's 
mprisonnieiit  he  finds  that  the  fate  of  the  prodigal 
ion  has  been  reveised  in  tlie.stf  enlitjlueucd  times, 
md  he  has  probaljly  gone  back  lo  the  ranks  of  the 
discontented. 

■According  lo  the  rccenlly- published  defence 
of  Dr.  Felisbello  Freire,  a  conspiracy  was  on  foot 
in  April,  1S93,  Iieaded  by  Senator  Cunlia  Junior, 
the  confidential  adviser  of  Floriano  Peixuto,  to 
secure  the  re-eleclion  of  the  President  for  the  next 
four  years,  As  this  is  ex[)ressly  prohibited  by  tlie 
constitution,  Cunha  Junior  called  on  Dr.  Folisl>cllo 
to  consult  him  about  an  amendment  tu  the  consti- 
tution. Dr.  Felisbello  says  that  he  pointed  out  the 
impossibility  of  this,  as  such  an  amendment  must 
be  considered  in  two  sessions  of  Congress  and 
time  only  remained  for  one  session  before  the 
presidential  elections.  Ue  concluded,  however, 
that  the  difficulty  might  be  overcome  by  calling  an 
extra  session  in  January,  1S94,  fit  which  the  ques- 
tion could  be  resolved.  Soon  after  giving  lhi.s 
decision,  Dr.  Felisbello  was  appointed  lo  a  cabinet 
position,  and  Serzedello  and  Custodio  resigned, 
These  are  historical  points  worth  remembering.

The  number  of  deaths  at  tlie  Jurujuba  hospit^il  is 
not  given.  As  many  patients  are  sent  there  from 
ihis  city,  as  well  as  from  the  port,  its  record  should 
be  givi^u  in  connection  with  the  above. 

It  is  to  be  noted  that  the  past  year  was  a  parti- 
cularly bad  one  in  many  respects.  The  heat  was 
very  great  during  the  summer,  and  bad  fevers  of 
various  descriptions  raged.  The  Misericordia 
reports  that  the  mortality  in  March,  3,625,  from 
eU  causes  is  the  greatest  on  record,  winle  the 
aggregate  for  the  five  montlis  from  January  lo 
May  was  nearly  equal  to  the  total  for  the  whole  of 
1893.  The  crowded  condition  of  the  shipping  and 
the  exceptional  situation  in  wliich  the  population 
was  placed,  owing  to  the  revolt,  are  probably 
causes  for  much  ol  this  large  mortality.  It  is  not 
yet  known  how  many  lives  were  lost  through 
the  revolt. 


TILE    ''TERCEIRA"  DISASTER. 

The  terrible  disaster  of  the  6th  inst.  is  still  the 
subject  of  anxious  inquiry  and  the  topic  of  general 
conversation.  Although  a  police  investigation  has 
been  in  progress  for  many  days  past,  the  original 
cause  of  the  fire  is  still  unsettled,  though  it  is 
generally  believed  that  it  originated  in  the  un- 
protected woodwork  surrounding  the  smoke-stack 
of  the  small  engine  used  to  run  the  electric  lights. 
There  are  reasons  for  believing,  also,  that  the 
electric  light  was  not  well  mounted,  the  macliinist 
employed  for  th.it  purposie  not  being  an  experienced 
electrician. 

The  conduct  of  the  passengers  of  the  Qn'mta  is 
also  being  allowed  to  fall  into  the  background. 
Conduct  of  this  description  does  not  appeal  to 
popular  prejudice,  someiiow,  and  no  one  cares  to 
urge  an  investigation.  Had  a  schoolboy  been 
soundly  flogged,  the  newspapers  would  have 
bristled  with  indignant  denunciations,  for  Hog^^ing 
is  one  of  the  pet  aversions  of  the  public,  An  act 
of  criminal  cowardice,  like  the  forcible  prevention 
of  the  master  ot  the  Qumia  from  going  to  the 
rescue  of  the  passengers  of  the  Tercnim,  is  quite 
anotlier  thing.  It  appeals  to  no  prejudice,  and  t!ie 
enormity  of  the  act  is  really  not  understood. 

The  number  of  lives  lost  is  still  unknown. 
Over  70  bodies  have  been  recovered  thus  far,  Init 
many  persona  are  still  missing  and  the  search  is 
still  going  on.  Some  of  the  bodies  were  found 
outside  the  harbor,  having  been  carried  out  lo  sea 
by  the  tides.  It  is  thought  that  some  of  the 
victims  were  carried  down  witli  the  wreck,  having 
been  unable  lo  escape  from  the  burning  boat,  but 
no  diver  has  as  yet  been  sent  down  lo  investigate. 
It  is  believed  that  the  total  loss  of  life  can  not  be 
less  than  one  hundred.

—The  Royal  Insurance  Co.  lias  obtained  per- 
mission  tn  transact  business  in  S.inta  Cntliarina 
and    Parana. 

—A  telegram  from  Ubernha  on  Ihe  14th  snyj 
that  many  thousands  of  cattle  are  passing  tiiat 
place  for  the  pnaluie  grounds  of  southern  Minas. 
—The  terrible  accident  o(  the  6ih  lo  the  ferry 
boat  Teraira  has  been  the  means  of  resurrecting 
the  scheme  of  building  a  bridge  across  the  bay. 

— The  Paid  state  government  has  been  auth- 
orized to  call  for  tt-nders  for  a  steamsliip  service 
between  tlie  river  ports  of  .Manaos  and  Mcditei- 
ranen,  with  calls  at  Itacoatiara  and   I'erinlins. 

—Trade  is  so  bad  in  the  north  that  the  steamers 
running  between  Maranhilo  and  Liverpool  via 
Lisbon  Iiave  recently  been  compelled  to  seek  re- 
turn cargoes  nt  other  iiiazilian  ports.  It  is  said 
that  thi.s  has  never  before  occurred  during  the 
twenly-years   service  of  these  steameis. 

-An  extraordinary  meeiing  of  the  St.  John 
de!  Rey  Mining  Co.  was  held  in  London  on  tlie 
20th  ult.,  at  whicli  it  was  resolved  lo  increase  the 
company's  capital  fruni  ^^462,000  to  ^500,000,  iiy 
1I1C  issue  of  ^38,000  in  £\  sliare-i.  This  capital 
includes  ^177,760  of  convertible  bonds,  which 
may  be  converted  into  shares  at  the  pleasure  of 
the  holders. 

— There  is  evideuMy  something  wrong  in  IJahia. 
The  C.er.  bk.  Pinuui,  the  Nor.  bks.  'Esponsm.h' 
and  A'c-ptntic,  from  Hamburg,  and  the  Ger.  bk. 
.Uariii,  from  Liverpool,  have  been  denounced  as 
having  biougbt  out  large  quanliltes  of  smuggled 
K'lods.  It  is  said  th.it  their  manifests  have  disap- 
peared. There  have  been  so  many  denunciations 
of  this  character  Intely,  that  we  niiisl  believe  either 
that  Bahia  is  full  of  smugglers,  or  that  some 
customs   official  is  trying  lo  make  mischiel. 

— The  Bahia  municipal  shop-keeping  experiment 
is  resulting  in  a  costly  failure,  as  we  anticipated. 
The  municipal  council  has  recently  arranged  with 
the  butchers  to  sell  jerked  beef  (cnnie  secca)  at 
S80  rs.  a  kilo.  The  Guzela  de  A'olkias  says  that  the 
municipality  lost  about  100,000$  during  the  42 
days  it  diminished  prices.  If  tlie  niunicipaiity, 
paying  no  rents  and  no  taxes,  loses  money  on 
certain  prices,  how  can  it  expect  business  men 
to   do  better  ? 

—A  somewhat  dangerous  complication  is  aris- 
ing ii)  the  discharge  of  cattle.  Generally  the 
steamers  bringing  live  stock  from  the  River  are 
detained  at  Ilha  Grande  from  three  to  nine  days, 
and  vvitli  Ihe  result  that  it  sometimes  occurs  that 
from  seven  to  ten  thousand  head  ol  cattle  are  accu- 
mulated in  the  quarantine  anciioraye.  This  is 
certainly  far  from  favorable  to  Ihe  healthfulness 
ol  that  place.  Surety  something  might  be  done  lo 
land  the  cattle  at  Sepetiba.

000$  only  a  few  days  ago,  barely  one-fifth  of  that 
sum  now  exists  in  the  municipal  ireasury.  The 
rate  at  which  money  is  lieing  squandered  in  tlin 
city  will  soon  bring  us  into  a  slate  of  indebtedness 
serious  enough  to  alarm  even  the  jobbers  who  are 
now  enriching  themselves  at  our  expense.
